Paris, Feb. 25—An organization 


known as the League Patriots has} 


violently denounced the visit of Em- 
press Frederick of Germany to the 
Palace of Versailles on Monday last. 
The League has decided not to hold a 
meeting oi protest until the Imperial 
visitor leaves the city. 

It is known here that in Berlin it 
was expected that President Carnot 
would call upon Empress Frederick, 
but after a special cabinet meeting 
was held, it was decided that, as Em- 
press Frederick was traveling incog- 
nito, the French Government could 
compromise matters by sending the 
chief of President Cuarnot’s military 
household, General Bruyere, and M. 
Ribot, Minister of Foreign Affairs, to 
call upon the Empress. This accord- 
ingly was done. This question of 
etiquette was undoubtedly the cause 
of much anx‘ety and worry to mem- 
bers of the French Cabinet, and was 
made the subject of a long and earnest 
discussion before it was finally con- 
cluded that the Government could not 


dare to risk the verdict of public opin- 
ion in case President Carnot called 
upon the imperial visitor.

Wasnineton, Feb. 25.—The signal 
service furnishes the following special 
bulletin: High water is impending 
in the Mississippi river below Cairo 
The highest water, fifty seven feet, 
three inches occurred at Cincinnati 
to-day, there having been a rise of 
sixteen feet in the past sixdays. The 
upper Ohio, the Kanawah, and the 
Big Sandy rivers are falling. The 
Arkansas river is stationary at the 
medium stage. The Tennessee is at 
the stage of twenty-nine feet at Chat- 
tanoog®, a rise of thirteen feet in four 
days. The Cumberland at Nashville 
is twenty-four feet, four inches, a rise 
of three feet in three days.

‘Tue Nicaragua Canal is second 
in importance, of course, only to 
the Suez Canal among the great 
works of modern times. The re- 
fusal of the United States Govern- 
ment to take charge of this work 
unier the administration of Presi- ; 
dent Cleveland caused a temporary 
suspension of the enterprise. 
Thereupov, however, a private 
company was organized, and in 
another shape the United States 
Government has again taken it up 
—a shape in which it is said that 
the constitutional difficulties in the 
way of the original plan have been 
avoided. This matter has been in 
the hands of the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Senate during this ses- 
sion of Congress, of which Senator 
Sherman is chairman, and this 
committee has prepared a favora- 
ble report for an appropriation to 
push the work to completion. An 
explanation of this report and of 
the committee’s reasons therefor, 
as wellas of the commercial im- 
portance of the canal itself, will be 
made in The Forum of March, by 
Senator Sherman himself. He goes 
into detail in explaining the finan- 
cial aspects of the plan, as well, uf 
course, as its political bearings, 
and thus at once thrusts the sub- 
ject forward as a matter of public 
concern.

the tax-payers with his support.

labeled C. O. D. and shipped back.’

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THE EASTERN DANCE.. 


It Ie a Product of Physical 
Begun in Early Yeuth. — 

- One of the most attractive features of 
the recent exposition in Paris was the 
Eastern dancing girls. In half a dozen 
or more booths or tents, scattered 
about the these rs of 
another world and civilization -held 
their unique receptions. The spectacle, 
te Western eyes, is so entirely new and 
unprecedented that the first effect of it 
is mere astonishment. After further 
experience its strangeness begins to Fe- 
solve itself into beauty; we can discrim- 
inate between the comparative merits of 
dancers, and. applause ju- 
diciously, writes Julian Hawthorne in 
Dress. | 

A narrow stage accupies one end of 
the room, which may be thirty-six feet 
square. On the stage, in a semi-circle, 
sit the dancers and the musicians. The 
latter produce a concert chiefly with a 
sort of drums, and pipes that emit a 
noise not unlike the scream of a bag- 
pipe. It is a bewildering, exciting 
noise, which, after awhile, begins to 
heat the brain and hurry the pulse. In 
the midst of it, a young woman rises, 
swathed about in silks and muslins, 
and with bangles and necklaces 
jingling and sparkling at every move- 
ment. Her body sways easily between 
her haunches, and her air is partly 
indolent and partly suggestive of 
latent vigoy. As she faces the audience, 
undulations pass through her body; and 
these undulationsare not only lateral, 
but vertical. Amy one who has ob- 
served the belly of a snake in motion 
has seen the coupterpart of this move- 
ment. 


While the undulations are going on, 


the girl is in other respeets. performing 
a slow, graceful and languid dance. 
Her arms rise’ and fall and wave about 
her head; she turns her face from side 
to side, and occasionally smiles as if in 
a voluptuous dream; her feet shifting 
rhythmically and without haste; and 
ever and anon she turns completely 
round, but always slowly and deliber- 
ately. The marvel and singularity of 
the performance lies in the undulations 
of the front of the body. It is impos- 
sible for. a Européan to produce even 
the germ of such a movement. The 
girls have been trained from early 
childhood in the use of groups of 
muscles of the very existence of which 
we are ignorant. Their control of 
them is absolute. The extent and 
power of the contraétions is astonish- 
ing. | 
In a European it would be almost re 
volting, but in these Oriental damsels 
the effect is different. We recognize 
that the “‘dance” is natural to them; 
that it belongs to their race and genius, 
and that it has come down to them 
from an epoch as ancient as the sides 
of the pyramids and the infancy of 
Buddha. It is not to be criticised by 
out crude contemporary standards of 
convention, fashion or morality; it is to 
be accepted, wondered at, for what it

An Old Journalist's 


Entertaining 


: 


The Troubles and Trials of a Tempestu. 


ious Tramp Typographer—The Un- 
certainties of Border 
Journalism. 


“I recall a time in the earlier 80's,” 
said an old newspaper man, ‘‘when I 
was working on the Las Vegas Gazette. 
The paper is dead now and buried. I 


‘wasn’t getting the pay of a prince, but, 


after all, my debts weren’t increasing 
more than ten dollars a week, and, as 
that’s low for me, I was satisfied. One 
day, however, around came the grasping 
capitalist who owned the sheet and said 
that as times were hard and all the 
other common usual reasons existed, he 
had concluded to make a horizontal re- 
duction on salaries. I took some time 
trying to make clear to him why he 
could not horizontal my stipend, but his 
thick head refused somehow to grasp it; 
so | wound up by discharging him. 

‘*T had just hung about three columns 
of ‘copy’ oh the hook for the weekly 
edition and being ill disposed to allow 
such ingrates as the Gazette people to 
possess this prize, without money and 
without price, I stepped into the com- 
posing-room and tore it up. It would 
have been better if I had stolen a 
horse, or murdered a man or commit- 
ted some more trivial offense. The 
Gazette’s was a union office and the

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HOW WOMEN WALK. 

About One Out of Twenty-Five Knows 
How to Liéft and Put Down Her Feet. 
It’s a very easy thing to do, walking, 

learned so long ago in evéry woman's 
youth that she scarcely remembers how 
or when she was taught teput one foot 
before the other, how she learned to 
move with shambling or dignified mo-

FLY-EATING PLANTS. 


Some Strange Things Seen in the Gardens 
at Washington. 

Did you ever see plants that live on 
flies or mosquitoes? Hearing of them, 
I took a stroll through the botanical 
gardens at. Washington, and inquired of 
the superintendent about the truth of 
the story, says a writer in the Philadel- 
phia Times. , 

‘Oh! yes, we have some such things,” 
he said, ‘‘and here is one now.” He 
pointed to a pot containing what 
seemed to be moss. But in this green 
mass. could be seen tiny shells, like 
baby clam shells, only they were thin 
and green and only half open. Along 
the edges were green hairs like eye- 
lashes. 

‘You see a fly goesin here,” he ex- 
plained, as he opened the two halves, 
‘and when he gets in the leaves close. 
Then the fly can’t get out.. Then he dies 
and his substance is absorbed by the 
bad little flower. It grows only in 
South Carolina. 

‘‘Here is what I call the beer saloon,” 
he continued. “You see this is shaped 
like a pitcher, hangs from along stem 
and has a curved lid. Inside is a fluid 
that intoxicates all insects that drink it. 
They are then absorbed by the plant. 
This other one, lke a round, hollow 
tulip stem, is of the same nature. 

“Then, here is a big green. pitcher 
plant. Well, frogs climb into this to 
drink from the fluid at the bottom. But 
they can’t get out, for when they try to 
a couple of sharp horns in the lid over- 
head stab them in the back.” 

Could any one dream that.an innocent, 
fragrant flower could be: so heartless? 
It butchers its victim after luring it into 
an intoxicating den, and then feeds on : 
the mangled remains. 

“This on the board is what we call 
stag-moss. You see it grows on the 
side of the house from a’ clump of 
brown leaves like a deer’s head. From 
it branch out four large green prongs of 
leaves exactly like horns, Of all curi- 
ous plants this about the oddest. These 
green leaves are spotted with white and 
you can always trace a face on the out- 
lines, and I call it the caricature plant.” 


A Swimming Rooster. 

It is not often that a rooster uns a, 
particular desire to take a bath, but a 
Port Orange (N. J.). bird showed that, 
under the pressure of necessity, he 
could swim like a duck, says the New 
York Sun. He was chased by a dog to 
the edge of the Morris canal, and, see- 
ing no other mode of escape, he jumped 
in. The dog followed, but the rooster, 
using both wings and feet as propellers, 
forged rapidly through the water. The 
canal is very broad at that place, and 
he looked over his shoulder several 
times to see whefher his pursuer was 
gaining on him or not. He was clearly 
the faster swimmer of the two, and 
when he struggled up to the opposite 
bank the dog was a bad second. The 
triumphant rooster stood upon the 
shore, crooked his neck and crowed 
until he couldn’t see; and while thus 
indulging in self-laudation the dog 
landed and almost succeeded in catch- 
ing him by the tail.
